The witness they say was taken to IK 4 appears from the Taylor report v/as a 3 ked to 
give fin affidavit because he said he heard the click as licLonald attempted to keep Os- 
wald from shooting his revlover. Neither reports reflects any assassination interest in 
this witness. And the FBI says there is no evidence tliat any hammer liit any bullet xkiaiix 
in Oswald* s gun. 

Whether or not there were any from the Eecret Eervice at the branch library on 
Jefferson, mid from my recollection of Secret Service accounting noep* of its men- were 
there, tliis is interesting. I doubt very much that that long after the assassination 
anyone was claiming to be Secret Service when he wasn't. It also may not be likely that 
Neither Buhk nor Taylor knew all the police detectives. Or that perhaps the FBI was there. 

The printed statement by Gener&l Walker o§ 11 /91 is insane! 

I agree tliat the Secret Service was not investigating the Tippit killing but what 
pulik says may not be correct, that it may lUjt liave be->n then at tliamlibrary.
